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Head's  Message 

.A-bout  a  year  ago  the  city  of  Christchurch,  New  Zealand  had  an  earth- 
quake of  horrific  proportions.  Large  sections  of  the  city  were  leveled  and 
the  iconic  Anglican  Cathedral,  as  well  as  the  main  Catholic  Church,  were 
badly  damaged.  Last  week  I  spoke  with  a  native  of  Christchurch  about  the 
situation.  "It's  grim.  The  motorways  are  rebuilt  but  most  of  the  buildings 
are  beyond  repair.  What's  odd  is  that  some  buildings  were  totally  leveled, 
while  others  were  spared." 

"Was  this  because  of  their  height?"  I  inquired. 

"No,"  he  replied,  "it's  because  of  the  foundations.  Christchurch  is  a  patchwork  of  swamp  and 
bedrock  so  it  was  hit  or  miss  as  to  whether  a  building  collapsed  or  remained  standing.  In  the  late 
nineteenth  century  -  construction  began  in  1873  -  nobody  thought  about  any  of  this.  Sure,  there 
were  earthquakes  before,  but  nothing  like  the  scale  of  the  one  in  201 1." 

"What's  to  happen  to  the  great  Cathedral?" 

"Engineering  and  architectural  opinion  is  that  it  must  come  down;  it's  sure  to  crumble,  and  the  city 
is  having  almost  daily  and  detectible  aftershocks.  People  are  nervous." 

These  same  people  however,  are  deeply  divided  about  when  it  should  come  down,  how  it  should 
come  down,  or  whether  it  should  come  down  at  all.  Imagine  for  a  moment,  if  you  can,  the  civic 
trauma  to  Parisians  if  the  Eiffel  Tower  were  dismantled. 

I'd  never  thought  about  it  that  way,  but  it  immediately  struck  me  that  my  friend  was  actually  play- 
ing out  an  entire  allegory  for  what  we  face  in  schools.  We  recognize  that  many  of  our  practices 
or  curricula  are  badly  flawed  and  need  replacement.  You'd  think  that  places  of  learning  would 
recognize  the  rule  of  reason  and  act  accordingly. 

If  only  it  were  that  simple. 

Here  at  the  Castle,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  curricular  renaissance:  we  are  testing  and  re-testing  the 
foundations  of  everything  we  teach  and  are  building  new  programs  on  a  bedrock  of  research,  best 
practices,  and  implementing  what  has  proven  to  be  "world  best." 

This  will  take  some  time,  but  we  hope  you'll  see  how  quickly  we've  moved  in  just  over  a  year  in 
mathematics,  new  languages,  writing,  music,  and  next  fall,  science.  The  result  will  be  a  much  more 
secure  educational  foundation  for  our  wonderful  girls,  and  that,  I'm  sure  you  will  agree.  \\  ill  be  the 
best  kind  of  city  they  could  ever  call  home.

Team  1547,  Where's  Waldo?, 
led  by  Aggie  Moffatt,  Catherine 
Kurz  and  Alexis  Pohacik,  had 
another  amazing  season  this  year! 

The  game,  Rebound  Rumble,  was 
revealed  on  January  7th  and  the 
team  immediately  started  the 
design  and  build  process.  The 
design  for  Waldo  VII  involved  a 
chicken  plucker  that  picks  up  the 
foam  basketballs  and  a  few  sets  of 
rollers  that  helped  bring  the  balls 
to  the  shooter,  which  had  the  top 
pair  of  wheels  rotating  faster  than 
the  bottom  ones  to  give  the  ball 
a  back  spin.  For  bonus  points  and 
co-operation  points,  Waldo  VIII 
balanced  on  the  bridge,  some- 
times with  their  alliance  partners 
and  sometimes  with  their  oppo- 
nents. After  six  weeks  and  count- 
less hours  of  hard  work,  Waldo 
was  ready  for  competitions. 

FIRST  Team  1547,  Where's  Waldo?,  made  the  long  journey  to  Manchester,  New  Hampshire  for  their  first  regional 
competition.  Clad  in  our  trademark  red  and  white  striped  jerseys,  you  couldn't  miss  our  enthusiastic  presence  both  in 
the  stands  and  the  pits.  The  students  continued  to  work  on  the  robot  at  competition,  and  by  the  end  of  the  first  day,  we 
had  a  robot  that  accurately  shot  basketballs  into  the  highest  net!  Our  Chairman's  Presenters,  Catherine  Kurz,  Taylor 
Whyte  and  Jacqueline  Taylor  did  an  amazing  job  at  their  presentation  and  judges  noted  that  they  were  the  best  presen- 
tation they've  seen.  The  girls  faced  many  challenges  including  a  broken  wheel,  an  arm  that  wasn't  heavy  enough  to  tilt 
the  bridge,  and  a  shooter  that  was  too  powerful.  We  overcame,  and  placed  20th  out  of  over  50  teams  participating  in  the 
Granite  State  Regional  Competition,  an  outstanding  achievement  for  the  team.  We  were  presented  with  the  Entrepre- 
neurship  Award,  and  the  judges  noted  that  our  Business  Plan  should  be  used  as  a  model  for  other  teams. 

The  following  week,  FIRST  Team  1547  packed  up  the  workshop  again  and  travelled  to  University  of  Ontario  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Oshawa  to  compete  in  the  Greater  Toronto  East  Regional.  The  girls  were  able  to  fine-tune  the  program- 
ming of  Waldo,  allowing  the  robot  to  shoot  at  the  top  baskets  during  the  autonomous  period:  a  time  in  which  the  robot 
is  pre-programmed  to  shoot,  without  the  aid  of  a  driver.  Furthermore,  they  worked  hard  to  have  the  robot  consistently 
score  in  the  middle  basket.  With  a  solid  robot,  FIRST  Team  1547  was  picked  up  by  the  during  alliance  selection  to  com- 
pete in  the  elimination  round  of  the  competition  with  the  seventh  placed  team. 

After  a  great  effort  against  the  second  seeded  alliance,  FIRST  Team  1547  was  beat  in  this  round,  resulting  in  elimination. 
The  girls;  however,  did  not  go  home  empty-handed.  With  their  signature  red  and  white  striped  jerseys  and  Waldo  cart, 
professional  pit,  and  original  signs  in  the  stands,  FIRST  Team  1547  won  the  Imagery  Award;  "This  award,  in  honour  of 
Jack  Kamen,  celebrates  attractiveness  in  engineering  and  outstanding  visual  aesthetic  integration  from  the  machine  to 
the  team  appearance.  Being  creative  and  original  makes  this  team  not  only  look  good,  they  make  FIRST  look  good." 

While  their  2012  robotics  season  ends  here,  the  girls  are  already  getting  excited  for  the  challenges  and  surprises  that  the 
2013  game  will  bring.  Congratulation  to  Aggie  Moffatt,  this  year's  MVP  for  her  tireless  effort  and  dedication  towards 
ensuring  that  all  requirements  for  robot  inspection  are  completed  and  for  working  on  the  scouting  data.
